It is nev er easy to see w ha t is going on un d e r our noses. 
Any hig hly significant cha n ge in the emotional b ac k groun d 
of the ordina ry m an is usually recognizab le only a f te r it has 
ta ken place. 
But it is b eginning to b ecome evident that un­ 
less present conditions cha n ge shortly, 
we in 
the 
United 
Sta tes sha ll have b uilt up a class c om pa ra b le to tin* proletar­ 
ia t of Europe; a class t ha t sticks to the b ottom rung of tin* 
la dder, ha s no hope of rising any higher and looks with envy, 
suspicion and enmity on those ab ove it. 
Heretofore, we have not ha d such a class. 
The old Amor 
ica n tradition -and it is one of the finest traditions ever giv 
en to a ny people— has alw a y s been strong , even at the hot 
tom of the hea p. 
Hope w a s a lw a y s a common possession of 
ev ery America n. Everyone felt tha t tin* freedom and e qua l­ 
ity of opportunity ab out which we talk so much w ere more 
tha n em pty dreams. 
But now the inex ora ble force of events is b eginning to p r o­ 
duce a cha ng e. The bitterness a nd b a te that this m an speaks 
of a re beg inning to sprea d; and they are spreading b ecause 
the old tra dition is losing its force. 
There is the real d an ge r t ha t the depression has b rought 
us. 
It is a worse thing to c on te m pla te even than tin* hun ge r 
a nd cold an d privation that are tin* lot 
<>f so many. 
W e must 
check it— b y showing a gre a te r readiness to help those who 
need help, b y making more d e te rm in e d efforts to protect 
we fail, we shall have infinite 
those w ho need protection, 
ca use to re gre t it.
